BE A MURDER AT 
IST,ST. RESTAURANT 


Young Lad Caught By Chinaman in 
Making Away With Fowl, Hits the 
Celestial Over The Head and He 
Now [des At Point of Death, 


Mah Wah Hing, proprietor of the 
‘Alberta Restaurant, 830 First street, 
at present Nes at the General Hos- 
pital at the point cf death with a 
fractured skull and the police are 
looking for his assailant, a youth of 
some fifteen or sixteen years. If the 
boy is captured ,and there is every 
probability that he will be in the 
course of a day or two, a charge of 
murder or attempted murder will be 
Jaid.against him ,according as to 
whether the Chinaman succumbs to 
his injuries or recovers. The police 
have been keeping the matter quiet 
in’ the hope of apprehending the 
youth and it was only threowgh out- 
side sources that the Bulletin was 
able to learr wf the affair. 

A Bulletin reporter visited the scene 
of the assault last night and was given 
a story of the affair by an employee 
of the restaurant. According to the 
information received, the assault <«- 
curred about two o'clock Sunday af- 
ternoon. Happening to look out of 
the back door cf his restaurant, Hing 
noticed a boy in the act of raiding 
his poultry yard, which he keeps in 
the rear of his restaurant.. The youth 
had two ducks fn his hands which he 
was just making off with when he 
was intercepted, Hing grabbed the 
boy, but the latter wrenched himself 
loose, and picking up some heavy in- 
strument struck the Chinaman over 
the head, fracturing his skull, Owing 
to the fact that there were no wit- 
nesses it is impossible to state just 
with what the blow was etruck, but 
from the nature of the wound it 
appear that it was either a stone or 
a bottle. At all events it was suffici- 
ent to cause a serious fracture at the 
base of the skull,

SOLD TICKETS TO VANCOUVER 
A. Marshall and G. Sexsmith, charg- 
ed with stealing a number of railway 
tickets from the office of the C. P. R. 
in this city, were committed for trial 
by Magistrate Cowan in the police 
court yesterday Marshall was un- 
til a short time ago employed as clerk 
in the local offices of the company. On 

Sunday, two weeks ago, according to 
his own confession, he entered the 
office in company with Sexsmith and 
took a book of one hundred tickets. 
The majority of these tickets were 
later destroyed, though not before an 
effort had been made to dispose of 
some of them. The youths caused an 
advertisement to be placed in one of 
the local papers calling for’ men who 
wished to go to Vancouver.

ONE VOTERS’ LIST 

The preparation of one voters’ list 
for the whole city instead of separate 
lists for each polling subdivision ts a 
course which the city assessor will re- 
commend to the city council for adop- 
tion next year. By this means As- 
sessor MacMillan points out, the work 
of preparing the list can be greatly re- 
duced, thus effecting a great saving in 
time and expense and enabling the de- 
partment to publish the list at an ear- 
lier date than was possible this year. 

The objection that this would lead to 
plural voting is met by the assessor 
with the proposal that an amendment 
to the charter be secured providing 
that any person voting twice be fined 
$50 or more and d@isfranchised for a 
period, say of three years. He declar- 
ea that any such attempt on the part 
of unscrupulous voters would be read- 
ily discovered as the returning offiger 
at each polling booth keeps a record 
of the name of each voter. Thus, if 
any one person, having voted at one 
booth, voted also at a second booth, his 
name would appear twice on the lists 
and action could be taken against him.
